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1, ‘The following inforaation on VF waite in the Potsdam (nu 53/ 
/Z 63) area was obtained: 


a. Husaren Kaserne on Stalinallee: 


(1) The barracks nad been vacated by Soviet troops. About 


25X1C two hundred 16 to <5-year~old police were in the yard or at 
the windows on 15 March 1950. Uniforms and furniture were 
unloaded 


(2) About 150 VP personnel, speaking Saxon dialect, held rifle 
drill in the barracks yard on <0 March 1950, A barracks worker 
said that the VP unit numbered aboul 500 police and was 

previously stationed in frankfurt/Oder (0 53/V 63). 


(3) About 150 VP men carrying carbines, model 9& Kk, marched in 
food order toward Bomstedter Feld daily at 8 a.w. on <4, 27, 
and 29 March 1950. About 10 garages for tne motor vehicles 

of the Husaren Kaserne VP unit were belng constructed near the 
barracks, The. were scheduled te be completed by mid-May 1950. 


(4) About 150 VP men, led by 4 officers, left the barracks 
toward the oriegsschule (former fotsdam officer candidate 
school) on 13 April 1950, They were allegedly trained there 
py Soviet officers, the Husaren Kaserne was occupled by 600 
police, from Saxony, according to a VP man. 


b, Barracks on Ehrenpfortenberg, Potsdan-kiche 


About 120 VP personnel, 17 to 21 years of age, under.ent train- 
ing with carbines $€ K and submachine guns on 5 April 1950. 

They had excellent discipline. The barracks were occupied by 
1,200 police according to local residents. Until recently the 
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unit had been statianed in Frankfurt/Oder and Suestrin (0 53/ 


iV 66). )

4. 1t was leamed, in mid-April 1950, that the VP Bereitschaften 
in Stalinallee (formerly Berlinerstrasse), Potsdam, and that 
vicinity were undergoing close-combat training at tne athletic 
field near Glienicke Bruecke. These units were to participate 
in the Berlin “hitsun rally of the Free German Youth, aecord- 
ing to a VP man, 


5. a, ‘Two 60-man VP units marched from Bornstedter Feld to the 
Husaren haserne on Stalinallee on 17 April 1950. The police 
carried assault rifles and artillery aiming devices (panoramic 
sights). 


bo, Only a few VF versonnel were seen in the barracks on 
Ehrenpfortenber;;,, Potsdem-Kkiche, after mid-April 1950, as was 
learned on 21 April 1950. VE units were no longer seen marching 


25X1C out of the barracks, 
Om Comment: According to previous reports two VE Bereit- 
schatten are assumed to be stationed in Yotsdam: The 6th VP 
25X1C Bereitschaft and the former lst VP Bereitschaft from Kietz.(3) 
(2) Comment: The data on the artillery equipment of the 6th Be- 


reitschaft confirm a previous assumption that a VF artillery 
Bercitschaft consists of a light and a medium battery, (4). 
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
